The  graduation  exercises,  at  which  Dr. 
George  A.  Buttrick  of  the  Madison  Avenue 
Presbyterian  Church,  New  York  City,  de- 
livered the  address  to  the  senior  class,  con- 
cluded Governor  Dummer's  181st  annual 
Commencement  this  morning.  Diplomas 
were  presented  by  President  James  Duncan 
Phillips  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  members 
of  the  Class  of  1944.  The  prize  awards  were 
made  by  Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames. 

The  dedication  of  the  James  Duncan 
Phillips  Building  opened  the  Commence- 
ment program  on  Friday  morning  after 
which  the  Morse  Flag  ceremony  was  held. 
At  this  ceremony,  the  highest  award  of  the 
school  year  was  presented  to  Francis  W. 
Martin.  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Sager  directed  the 
glee  club  in  the  annual  concert  in  the  Lang 
Gymnasium. 

Following  luncheon,  the  baseball  team 
ended  its  home  schedule  with  a  game  with 
Swampscott  High  School.  Tea  was  served 
on  the  Mansion  House  lawn  after  the  game. 

At  the  annual  Commencement  Dinner, 
Dr.  Claude  Moore  Fuess,  Headmaster  of 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  and  a  member 
of  Governor  Dummer's  board  of  trustees, 
acted  as  toastmaster.

The  Morse  Flag  was  awarded  to  Francis

prize,  the  highest  award  of  the  school  year, 
is  donated  by  the  Rev.  Glenn  Tilley  Morse, 
a  member  of  the  school's  board  of  trustees. 
The  award  consists  of  the  American  flag 
which  has  been  flying  over  the  campus  the 
past  year.  The  award  is  made  to  that  mem- 
ber of  the  senior  class  whose  record  in  all 
respects  has  met  with  the  highest  approval 
of  the  faculty. 

The  Master  s  Prize,  given  each  year  to  a 
senior  who,  by  his  unselfishness  and  sports- 
manship, has  best  exemplified  the  spirit  of 
the  school,  was  awarded  to  Remington  A. 
Clark,  Jr.,  of  Winchester. 

The  Thorndike  Hilton  Cup,  for  the  highest 
scholastic  standing  in  the  senior  class  went 
to  George  Basil  Christie,  Jr.,  of  Water- 
town.

"To  William  Henry  McKenna  of  New- 
ton. Editor  of  the  Archon,  captain  of 
hockey,  member  of  the  Glee  Club,  head- 
waiter  of  unquestioned  authority,  Bill  has 
brought  to  his  varied  activities  a  strong  and 
enthusiastic  school  loyalty,  punctuated  by 
an  apt  and  refreshing  wit. 

"To  William  Neal  Campbell,  Jr.  of 
Kennebunk  Beach,  Maine,  whose  original 
impact  on  the  school  resembled  a  tornado 
with  sound  effects.  In  the  course  of  one 
year,  Bill  has  made  noticeable  progress  in 
his  studies  and,  more  particularly,  in  his 
judgment  and  self-control.

Among  the 
first  of  our  men  to  land  on  Italian  soil,  Ted 
saw  considerable  active  service  in  the  short 
time  before  he  was  reported  missing.
